The Racing Scene: 
Maryland Fall Season 

By Don Reed 


Fall racing at the major tracks in Maryland 
began auspiciously at Laurel, then ran into in¬ 
termittent bad weather which caused a general 
slump in attendance and betting figures and then, 
at the end of the month, improvement was 
again noted. 

Laurels meeting finally wound up some 10 
to 12 per cent under the figures of last season 
. but a large portion of that decline probably 
can be attributed to the weather and subsequent 
off-tracks. Even so, the daily average play of 
more than $800,000 was hardly a catastrophe 
in any sense of the word. And the brand of sport 
offered suffered no decline, which after all is 
the main item in any program. 

After a New England invader named Manna 
H., owned by the Sandy Strand Stable, won 
Laurel’s opening feature, the Capital Handicap, 
the remaining stakes found Maryland establish¬ 
ments holding their own and possibly doing even 
a bit better than that. 

H. L. Straus, president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, president of Tropical 
Park, vice president and general manager of the 
American Totalisator Company and a breeder 
of importance in the state’s scheme of things, 
was one of the more regular visitors to the win¬ 
ner’s circle at Laurel on stakes days. 

The coveted trophies which go with victory 
in the Maryland Futurity now repose in the 
Straus trophy room as the result of Nokomis’ 
triumph over a smart field of home-breds while 
two additional cups are in possession of the 
Reisterstown sportsman because Pilaster proved 
best of the long distance runners of the session. 
Pilaster scored in both the Sagamore, at a mile 
and a half and the Grayson, at a mile and five 
furlongs. 

Marylanders were well pleased with the Straus 
successes and also in the triumphs of his trainer, 
F. A. Bonsai, Jr., one of the better-known and 
better-liked conditioners who maintains a place 
of his own in the Worthington Valley. Bonsai 
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was leading trainer of the meeting by a wide 
margin over A1 (Spec) Dunne, also training 
for a home outfit, the Bobanet stable of R. Bruce 
Livie of Baltimore. 

Two excellent races at a mile and a quarter 
were turned in by Quarter Pole, a 3-year-old 
son of Mahmoud who was bred and first raced 
by C. V. Whitney but who was purchased early 
in the fall by Frank Frankel for $60,000. 

Quarter Pole turned the mile and a quarter 
in the Maryland Handicap against campaigners 
of his own age in 2.03 over a fast track and a 
week later returned to action to face more 
seasoned rivals in the Washington, over a track 
that was decidedly off after a morning of rain. 
Carrying 122 pounds, the Frankel representative 
got home in 2.03 3/5, an excellent showing. 

This victory in the Washington Handicap 
earned Quarter Pole an invitation to the Pim¬ 
lico Special, just as a score of other horses had 
earned such bids earlier in the year by account¬ 
ing for outstanding stakes at local and other 
major tracks. 

But Trainer E. L. Cotton was quick to an¬ 
nounce that Quarter Pole wanted no part of the 
Pimlico Special, since running in that event 
would bring the recent purchase into action 
against Calumet Farm’s Citation. And good as 
Quarter Pole looked at Laurel, Cotton felt he 
had no business bumping into Citation. 

The Brookfield Farm of Harry Isaacs con¬ 
tinued its winning ways at Laurel when Istan 
captured the mile Laurel Stakes while William 
du Pont, Jr., whose Fair Hill establishment is 
within our boundaries, although the owner is 
listed as a Delaware resident, furnished the victor 
in the rich Selima Stakes. This was Gaffery, a 
fine-looking filly who galloped home by some 
five lengths to earn a prize of nearly $40,000. 

Excellent jumping stakes were presented dur¬ 
ing the Laurel 25-day span of competition with 
most of the nation’s top steeplechase performers 
showing their wares. Curiously, almost all of the 
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spills during the various jump events occurred 
at the Liverpool on the back stretch and steeple¬ 
chase owners, trainers and track officials intend 
to conduct serious research to determine what, 
if anything, can be done to eliminate some of 
the hazards of this particular obstacle. 

One of the most exciting events of the Luarel 
program was the renewal of the Queen Isabella 
Handicap, for this contest brought W-L Ranch’s 
Honeymoon and Mrs. H. K. Haggerty’s Ram¬ 
part down to the final line in a tight photo finish, 
with Honeymoon getting the decision. 

Following immediately upon the conclusion 
of the Laurel meeting, came the stakes-studded 
Pimlico session which began with the 12th edi¬ 
tion of the Pimlico Special, and its second walk¬ 
over. 

No opposition could be mustered against 
Citation and the 3-year-old son of Bull Lea and 
Hydroplane 2nd merely made an appearance 
to collect the $10,000 prize which is offered for 
walk-overs. Had any opponents faced Citation, 
he could have won $25,000 by defeating them. 

Citation became the fifth horse from Calumet 
to score in the Special and the second to win by 
a walk-over. Whirlaway lacked rivals in 1942 
and since then Twilight Tear, Armed and Fer¬ 
vent had carried the devil’s red and blue to 
victory. 

While there was considerable talk early in 
the fall by members of the H.B.P.A. about test¬ 
ing the Racing Commission’s receiving barn rule 
in court, much of this clamor died away as 
Laurel’s meeting went along and at least during 
that time, nothing was done to try to interfere 
with the set-up. Whether horsemen are biding 
their time for other efforts to eliminate the re¬ 
ceiving barn or whether they are beginning to 
accept the plan, remains to be seen. 

Sidney M. Follin, an owner and the Maryland 
Racing Commission were at odds during the 
month over a claim made by Follin during the 
Bel Air meeting. Follin claimed the 3-year-old 
filly I Dream from Mrs. Philip G. Simms and 
then protested to the Commission for a refund 
when the horse was barred from starting at 
Laurel because of the condition of its eyes. 

Follin’s contention is that the filly "blindness” 
had been reported to Bel Air officials by a 
veterinarian at Atlantic City where she previous¬ 
ly raced and that I Dream never should have 
been permitted to start. However, she did run 
and Follin claimed her, only to find she had been 
barred from racing at Laurel. 

The Commission informed Follin there was 
nothing it could do in the case and Follin was 
talking of taking the matter into civil court. 
Most horsemen felt that claiming a "blind” 
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horse was a bit of tough luck for Follin but few 
felt that he’d have much chance of recovering 
—no more than the fellow who claims a horse 
only to have the animal break down in the race 
and have to be destroyed. 

Bowie, which will close the fall season with 
a meeting that follows Pimlico, announced 
numerous improvements. Among these is a new 
press box high atop the grandstand roof; a new 
fireproof barn; several dormitories for stable 
help and considerable work on roads and parking 
lots on the track property. 

The Bowie stakes program promises to hold 
a goodly number of top performers within the 
State right through November and the condition 
book is such that the track in the pines should 
not want for talent in any division of the sport. 

Warrenton: A Marylander's 
Viewpoint

The Warrenton Horse Show has often been 
called the proving ground for potential National 
candidates. If this be true, Maryland’s stock took 
a big jump as her delegates performed very well 
indeed. Thirty of Maryland’s best horses and 
ponies vanned down to the hospitable little 
Virginia town for three full days of showing. 
Neither the scorching sun by day, or the brilliant 
arc lights by night seethed to affect them in the 
slightest. Two hundred and twenty odd horses 
and ponies battled it out together, and when 
time came for the presentation of trophies, 
Maryland predominated, particularly in the pony 
division. 

Hugh Wiley’s good going Blue Ridge went 
better in every class he showed in. With two 
blues, two reds, three thirds, and two fourths 
Blue Ridge was hard to stop. His smooth trips 
in the $500 Green Hunter Stake and the ladies 
hunters class earned him the blue over numer¬ 
ous contenders. Reds in the $500 hunter stake 
and in the hunter hack class also went to this 
good son of Coq d’Esprit. Blue Ridge was named 
reserve conformation hunter champion behind 
Mrs. Page Jennings beautiful Icecapade. 

Barbara Shipley’s Flint, with the capable 
Pickens Hamilton in the saddle, won the hotly 
contested $500 hunter stake over a large field. 
Consistent trips in the open hunters, lightweight 
hunters and Thoroughbred hunters, earned 
Flint three seconds in rapid succession. 

In the working hunter division, Geo. Di- 
Paula’s grand old Post Meridien and the Kelleys’ 
little black Maryland Miss carried the orange 
and black colors for the Free State. Maryland 
Miss turned in several creditable performances 
but failed to receive official recognition; but Post 
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Meridien, under the guiding hand of Eileen 
Smith, was not to be outdone. The working 
division was strictly a three horse affair. With 
Martin Vogels Petrescu, Betty Jane Baldwin’s 
honest little Brandywine and Post Meridien in 
the running, every ribbon was hard won. Blues 
in the Corinthian and handy working classes and 
a red in the three day working event plus other 
ribbons earned Post the reserve working hunter 
championship. One point separated the cham¬ 
pion Petrescu and Post Meridien for the cham¬ 
pionship. 

The jumper division was chock full of po¬ 
tential champions, with Party Miss, Kaywoodie, 
Valbo, Grey Lark and Black Caddy showing for 
Maryland. The competition was stiff, and time 
found Geo. Fitzpatrick’s Party Miss and Miss 
Blanche Johnson’s Valbo carrying all the weight 
for the Old Line State. Although Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Hughes’ Black Caddy won the popular 
scurry class, he failed to click otherwise. Valbo’s 
red in the $500 jumper stakes and fourths in 
the go-as-you-please and warm up was enough 
to win the reserve jumper champion. 

Maryland ponies made all but a clean sweep 
of their classes. Of the three championships and 
three -reserves, Maryland ponies accounted for 
five of these places. Spice and Thane of Wales 
were nominated for champion and reserve in the 
11.2 and under division without too much 
trouble, there being only six ponies in the small 
division at this show. Little Cynthia Graffam 
had the spectators on their feet in the pony 
open jumper class. With the fences set at three 


feet Thane went clean to earn himself a second 
in this event. As Thane of Wales, who stands 
only 11.11/2, came into the wings all one could 
see of him was his two little white ears bobbing 
up and down. This personable pair also won a 
blue in the hack class, and a third in the lead 
line event. Spice, and rider Billy Boyce III, took 
home a first in the hunting pony class and a 
third in the hack. Napoleon, aged veteran from 
Kentucky Stables, earned himself a blue in the 
lead line event, a red in the hunter, and a fourth 
in the hack. 

Five Maryland ponies showed in the 11.2-13 
hand pony classes, with all but one placing in 
the ribbons. Champ and Jack Frost, both from 
the Wildwood Pony Farm at Bel Air, each earned 
a fourth for their stable. Barbara Kade on Bab’s 
Baby accounted for a second in the hunter class 
and a fourth in the green pony class. Billy Hoy’s 
lovely Surprise won both her hack and jumping 
classes to earn for her young rider the reserve 
champion pony honor. 

Easter Hal, dominated in the 13-14.2 division. 
He was named champion pony in his division 
after winning blues in the junior hunter hack, 
hack and jumping classes. A second in the junior 
hunters and a third in the junior Corinthian 
completed his winnings. This was the third time 
that the combination of Easter Hal and owner 
Teddy LeCarpentier have come home from War- 
renton champions. Iron Duke, Billy Hoy’s bold 
jumping grey, came in second behind Easter 
Hal in both the hack and jumping classes, and 
was named reserve champion. Brother Johnny

to watch; while Tranquil Miss hasn’t the con¬ 
formation that some of the other ponies have, 
her manners and way of going more than make 
up for her build. Jackie Ewing’s nice bay mare, 
Moonbeam, didn’t click at this show as she did 
at the Warren ton Pony Show this Spring, but 
none-the-less she came home with a piece of the 
prize money. Nancy DiPaula’s Pepper Toes 
turned in several good rounds but was unable 
to place in the ribbons. Mrs. W. Graham Boyce’s 
home-bred Honey Bee rounded out Maryland’s 
contingent. The chestnut gelding under the han¬ 
dling of Irvin Naylor garnered a third in the 
hack class.

New York Racing 

By Joe H. Palmer 

There wasn’t much of a Maryland flavor 
through the first half of the Empire City-at- 
large meeting at Jamaica, possibly because Laurel 
had opened and the Marylanders had gone home, 
like pigeons. But the racing of October 27 was 
proof, if proof was still needed, that Maryland 
is able to claim top honors in the filly and 
mare division this year. It doesn’t really matter 
if you prefer Gallorette to Conniver, as I do, 
or go the other way, since both are Maryland- 
bred. 

But Conniver looked her best self in the 
Comely, at a mile and a sixteenth, against the 
best fillies and mares which remain in training. 
Gallorette didn’t compete. I asked Ed Christmas 
why, and as usual got a thoroughly truthful 
answer. “None of your damned business,” he 
asked. * 

Miss Request, which was good in the early 
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summer and got better in the fall, as fillies often 
do, was the only one in the field that ran all 
the way. She pushed First Page so expertly that 
the latter, after leading for six furlongs, quit 
to a walk and finished last of ten. But at the 
same time the laggards got to running. On the 
big far turn Caroyln A. was seventh, Conniver 
was eighth, and Halsgal was an absolute last. 
Conniver made her move leaving the three- 
eighths pole, and at the top of the stretch she 
was surging up on the outside, losing ground 
but whittling down the field. She had only 
Miss Request to catch when she was straightened 
out, and after she caught her it looked for 
nearly a furlong that she didn’t know what to 
do with her. But Conniver kept pouring it on, 
and Miss Request weakened in the last fifty 
yards and got beat a little more than a length. 

It was a good filly and mare handicap, with 
Harmonica and First Flight and But Why Not 
also in it, and on the whole this division has 
been better than the handicap division of the 
other sex. 

Conniver’s story has already been told in this 
space. Briefly, Harry LaMontagne bought her 
from Alfred Vanderbilt, at Meadow Brook, for 
$2,500. At two she was a washout, and at three 
she was a plater. She was offered to Pete Bost- 
wick as a hurdler for $7,500. This year she picked 
up, in July, and won the Vagrancy and the 
Brooklyn, and now has something like $161,000 
for the year. I suppose the moral is that you 
should not give up on a Discovery filly until 
she’s through her four-year-old year. 

Her dam is Maryland-bred, too, being by 
* Challenger II. The Schemer was second in the 
Maryland Futurity of her year, to Triple Action, 
and the next year won the Betsy Williams Stakes. 
As a producer she was not a lot until Conniver 
came along. Her first foal didn’t race, and the 
second won once. Since then she’s had four in 
a row by Discovery. The first was Detection, 
which didn’t win until he was four, but was 
third in the Gittings Handicap. Conniver was 
next. Then came Finagle, which hasn’t raced, 
and then Intrigue, a 2-year-old this year which 
hasn’t raced either. 

Aside from Conniver, the best performance 
of Empire’s fourth week was by a Canadian-bred. 
This was Hedley Woodhouse, who brightened 
the province of British Columbia 28 years ago. 
He got his first winner at Lansdowne Park in 
1940, and in recent seasons has been a good 
steady rider in the East. Last year, for instance, 
he had 67 winners from 589 mounts, which 
is 11 per cent, and only fair. He had more mounts 
in 1946, but the same percentage. 

Well, he came out on October 28, with five

mounts. He won with the first four, beating 
the favorites in all cases. His last mount was 
in the eighth race, and this sent everybody 
scurrying to the record books. Nobody had had 
five winners in New York in one day this year. 
Both Arcaro and Atkinson got five on one day 
last year, but it was five for seven for both of 
them. As near as could be made out, the last 
jockey to have a perfect day with as many as 
five mounts was Laverne Fator, away back in 
1923. 

It was a good story, but it didn’t happen. 
Woodhouse had Joan’s Robin in the last race, 
went away as second choice, and came back 
next to last. 

The foreign challengers for Empire City’s 
Gold Cup got out in a hurry, but there’s a chance 
one will be back. Nathoo, the Aga Khan’s Irish 
Derby winner, left by plane on October 25 and 
Bayeaux, which got unmanageable on the plane 
on the way over, left next day by boat. There 
are fairly substantial reports that Nathoo is 
merely going back to tag up, and that he will 
return in the ownership of Charles S. Howard. 
Because of a customs technicality he had to be 
returned to his point of origin to avoid payment 
of very heavy duty. Same thing was true of 
^Endeavour II, which had to go back to Buenos 
Aires before he could be transferred to Mrs. 
Charles Person, who has him back now at Llan¬ 
gollen Farm in Virginia. It seems fairly insane 
that a horse has to cross an ocean both ways to 
get legally where he started from, but that seems 
to be it.

Maryland Pony Show

Despite the notable lack of Virginia entries 
this year, the Maryland Pony Show put on a very 
enjoyable show on the last week-end in Sep¬ 
tember. A late show date, and Navy and Colts 
football games, did not help matters any, but 
the show committee, undaunted by these dis¬ 
tractions, set up camp at the Timonium fair¬ 
grounds and made this affair a successful one. 
The hard-to-beat trio of Spice, Surprise and 
Easter Hal had things pretty much their own 
way, as has been the case for some time. Mrs. 
W. Graham Boyce scored a double this year 
with her Spice and Honey Bee. Spice walked 
off with the 11.2 and under championship with 
twenty-eight points, while Kentucky Stables’ ag¬ 
ing Napoleon took the reserve. Spice, and her 
rider, Billy Boyce, III, have enjoyed a very suc¬ 
cessful season this year, while earning over a 
score of championships. 

Billy Hoy’s Surprise, and Johnny LeCarpen- 
tier’s Taffy, accounted for the champion and 
reserve in the 11.2—13 division.

Plenty of entries and lots of good young riders 
on hand. To the Cockeysville Fire House to¬ 
night for the Pony Show party for the young 
riders, which was well attended. 

September 26. From the Pony Show to¬ 
day we went to the Stadacona Farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. C. W. Williams, where a "Stable Party” 
was being held, with the stallion Cataclysm and 
the mares and foals on exhibition. Then to the 
Hoy family’s Monkton home for a pleasant and 
relaxing dinner. 

September 28. To College Park this 
morning for our Light Horse Production class, 
then to Laurel, there to check up on a few 
Maryland-breds and some potential sales en¬ 
tries, which latter are growing in numbers daily. 

September 30. At Belmont Park, New 
York, this morning for a great sale of Horses 
in Training, with terrific public interest and 
prices that were reminiscent of the California 
auctions. The sale definitely showed that a good 
horse, that can really pay his way, is worth a 
lot of money, but the bad ones are worth noth¬ 
ing. 

October 1 . Today’s Belmont Sale only 
served to prove yesterday’s thought. With most¬ 
ly second string horses, the prices were the same 
way. Home tonight after a stop in the Jockey 
Club offices to straighten out a couple of Mary¬ 
land registration problems. 

October 2. Spent the day judging the 
Howard County Hunt’s show with George Edel, 
and a tough job it was.

October 5. To College Park for a meeting 
with a full and interested class of Light Horse 
Production students, and then to Laurel for 
lunch and a few races.

October 6. At Laurel today for the Mary¬ 
land Futurity running, which race was won by 
Harry Straus’ Nokomis, whose older brother 
Quarter Moon won a few years ago. At a meet¬ 
ing of the Directors of the Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion held after the races tonight the film The 
Maryland Horse was shown, being well taken 
by those present. 

October 7. Dave Odell, Syd Glass and the 
Irish jockey Martin Malony were on hand early 
this morning to ride down to Front Royal to 
some top entries. Then to Syd Glass’ Grange 
Farm to have a look at Colony Boy and Grey 
Flares, both of whom are drawing considerable 
interest these days. 
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have a look at the horses the Department of 
Agriculture will offer for sale October 19. The 
group was found to be a nice lot, and in good 
fettle for sale. 

October 9. Went down to Southern Mary¬ 
land today to register some foals. First stop was 
R. D. Slingluff’s farm at Mitchellville, where a 
nice pair by The Rhymer and Swashbuckler 
were shown. Then on to Upper Marlboro where 
Bob Hall has a good New Moon foal and one 
\ by Caruso. Next stop was to see W. P. Phelps 
at Marlboro and his handsome stallion, Captain 
Jinks, as well as a barn full of well kept horses. 

October 10. To New York today, first 
step in a vacation trip to Ireland and England. 
With Dave Odell and Martin Malony we visited 
the Rodeo at the Madison Square Garden to¬ 
night, enjoying the show greatly. There was 
first class saddle and rope work there. 

October 11. Off early this morning, stop¬ 
ping at Boston, and then in the wilds of New¬ 
foundland, at Gander. This is vast, desolate 
country, with the cold blasts of the Arctic not 
far away, from the feel of it. American dollars 
have built a mighty airport there. So, on across 
the Atlantic to Ireland. 

October 12. A day of pure delight. It was 
7:30 by Irish time when we landed, though 
only 1:30 a.m. in New York, but who minded 
half a night wasted when all Ireland was be¬ 
fore us? Commander Peter Fitzgerald was on 
hand to pick us up at Shannon Airport, to trans¬ 
port us to the delightful village of Adare, 
through Limerick. There, at the Mondellihy 
Stud which Peters father established many years 
ago, we saw some amazingly large weanlings 
and the good stallion Fairford, as well as the 
chaser sire Iceberg, not to speak of a galaxy of 
good looking mares and weanlings. Then to the 
Fort Union Stud of Lord Adare, where the gray 
His Highness, the brilliant Panorama, and foals 
by Windsor Slipper, Stardust and other good 
sires were shown. 

Back to Mondellihy for lunch and then a long 
afternoon with visits to Ballykisteen, where the 
Harris family has raised so many top horses, and 
where we saw Denturius of the sour mien, the 
lengthy stallion The Phoenix, by far the highest 
priced stallion the world has ever seen sold; 
the most attractive horse The Cob, turned down 
by trainer after trainer when Bertie Kerr bought 
him as a yearling, but a brilliant sprinter when 
racing had to be considered, and finally the stay¬ 
ing Pappageno II, not to speak of the 14 wean¬ 
lings, each in his or her separate large box. Un¬ 
fortunately George Harris was away and we 
were unable to see him, though he had tele¬ 
phoned orders that proper Irish hospitality was

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to be on tap for the American visitor. Mr. John 
Jameson, a power in Ireland, was a pleasant com¬ 
panion wherever we went in the Emerald Isle. 

On through Tipperary, where the cattle were 
thick in the streets for the Market Day Fair 
sales, we came to the stud farm of Ireland’s 
famous veterinary surgeon, Alan Baker, whose 
judgment is honored throughout the whole land 
on any matter of horse lore. Here we saw Sig¬ 
nal Light, sire of that grand horse The Bug and 
many others, and here we saw a lovely Irish 
garden, mares and foals to make the mouth 
water, with a wonderful Irish "tea” to top it all 
off. So back to Limerick for dinner and to 
Adare for the night. 

October 13. From Adare to Shannon Air¬ 
port this morning, then, by Aer Lingus to Lon¬ 
don, where a family gathering was held and 
visits were made to the British Bloodstock 
Agency and other points. 

October 14. Back to Dublin tonight, to 
dinner with Dave Odell, Cyril Harty, Martin 
Malony and others at the famous old Shelburne 
Hotel. 

October 15. Drove out to Kilcroney this 
morning, then finished some business in Dublin 
before taking a bit of a plane for Shannon with 
Martin Malony. The latter showed us many an 
Irish farm and racecourse from the air, with 
our pilot circling low over studs, farms and pad- 
docks to show us the places and horses. There 
was Kildangan, where Hyder Ali and Blue Train 
stand; the Irish National Stud, where Col. Hall 
Walker founded the nucleus of what was later 
the British National Stud, now removed to 
Dorsetshire, and where Royal Charger, White 
Hall and Black Rock now stand. We passed over 
Straffan Station, where tong ago "Cub” Kennedy 
made history with Roi Herode, whom we saw 
there a score of years past now. Then there was 
Lord Furness’ magnificent Gilltown Stud, and 
Kilconnell, where are Turkhan and Dastur; and 
the Aga Khan’s famous Sheshoon, where Star¬ 
dust holds court. On to the Curragh, which we 
circled at a somewhat dangerous elevation, 
looking over the Boyd Rochfort place, Ranger’s 
Lodge, now tenanted by Cecil Brabazon; and 
the stables of Michael Collins and Captain Rog¬ 
ers. Senator Parkinson’s place was admired from 
the air, as was the establishment of J. Axx, not 
to speak of Joseph McGrath’s great stud, where 
Nasrullah and Windsor Slipper stand. So on 
by Maryborough, and Isidor Blake’s stud where 
stand Staleno and Solenite, and over the moun¬ 
tains into the Southwest of Ireland, we came to 
Shannon again, and the imminence of leaving 
this delightful green land for the 2,000 mile 
crossing which is the first step towards home.
